No Signs of Permanent Peace on the 
Border—Troops Are Being Feverish­ 
ly Prepared For Activo Service— 
Uncle Sam Determined to he Ready

mission. The main line of the Southern 
Pacific through Arizona to this point is 
congested with supply trains, loaded 
with everything from entirely new uni­ 
form outfits to canned beans and car­ 
loads of potatoes, hundreds of tons of 
alfalfa,

mules. There have been three million 
rounds of rifle cartridges unloaded here 
this week.

NO DISCHARGES ALLOWED. 


One straw that shows which way the 
wind blows, is tho fact that no man 
of the national guard whose time of 
enlistment is expiring at this time is 
being given his discharge papors. Sev­ 
eral cases have eomo to my notice this 
week, whore soldiers have been told 
by headquarters that they could not go 
home, nlthough their time is out. Test 
cases have been made, where soldiers 
have demanded in writing that they be 
honored 
with discharge 
papers. 
All 
these requests have been denied. Not 
a man can be spared at' this time, is 
the only answer made, and it is further 
stated that every man whose -time of 
enlistment hns expired has boon placed 
on the reserve list for three years. 


This arbitrary action is to cause, and 
is causing, a great deal of discussion 
in the national guard branch of the 
federal service, which numbers about 
100,000 men. As high as fifty per cent 
of the personnel of the national guard 
is composed of business men and men 
with property interests and with fam­ 
ilies. They say they enlisted to form n 
defense for tho nation in time of peril 
and if they are merely to be kept in a 
drill camp they will resent this arbi­ 
trary action, and that the courts will 
be tilled with injunction 
proceedings 
Not oven during the Civil war, when 
battles were imminent or in progress 
were men deprived of the right to go 
home when their time of enlistment 
expired. 


All of which has so far been met 
with silence on the part of those who 
represent the government. And it can 
mean but one thing—which 
is that 
Uncle Sam is appeonc.hhig the time 
when he is going to settle this deplor-

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration. 
T h e formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


"Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences of opinion and that eventually the 
matter! in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. Therefore, v»e propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, b y reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi­

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in N e w 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question 
whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate knowledge 
of railroad conditions has such an unquestioned posi­ 
tion in the public confidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation are now largely fixed by this Govern­ 
ment board. 


Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly, one-half is paid directly to the em­ 


ployes as wages; and the money to pay increased wage* 
can come from no other source than the rates paid 
by the public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, with ita con­ 
trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision as would pro­ 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owners 
of the railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
JO,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting 
only 
je-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
hall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether 
this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial 
Government 
inquiry or by industrial 
warfare.

Mexico Pioneer 
Visits Covina 


W. W. Hopps of Tampico Visits in 
Covina—Given Twenty-Five Minutes 
To Leave Home—Witnesses Battles 
on Own Ranch—Has Largest Orange 
Grove on East Coast. 


Soldier Boys at 
Nopjies Well Fed 


Chatty Letter From Covina Boy to His 
Mother—Waiting Patiently For First 
Pay-Day, 
Three 
Months 
Hence— 
Tells of the Sight of a Mexican 
General—Four Months Rain Ahead. 


Accompanied by his wife and family 
of 
three 
children, AV. \V. Hopps of 
Tampico, 
Mexico, arrived in Covina 
Monday for a visit with Captain Me- 
ginn and William Dibble. Mr. Hopps 
is a business man and rancher on the 
east coaat of the southern 
republic, 
representing the John Deere Company, 
and being the largest orange grower in 
that country. He is a native Califor- 
nian, his father homesteading the land 
on which the business district of the 
city of Oakland stands today. For the 
past twenty-one years he has been a 
resident of Mexico, and two weeks ago 
Sunday he was warned by the consul 
to leave the county in twenty-five min­ 
utes. 


Mr. Hopps does not come here to 
offer solutions for the problems that 
confront Mexico at the present time. 
He realizes that the American consul 
•was doubtless carrying out orders when 
he requested all Americans to leave. 
Nevertheless he did not leave Mexico 
because he felt that his life was in 
clanger. Over seven hundred Americans 
were taken off in an oil tanker and 
later transferred to the cruiser Dixie, 
landing a t Galveston. 
Every attempt 
was made to keep the departure of the 
Americans a secret, but despite precau­ 
tions, Mr. Hopps' Mexican employees 
were at, the dock. They begged him to 
stay and take care of them. Many of 
them have been in his employ for fif­ 
teen years. 
With the Americans and 
better class of Mexicans out of the 
country, there is bound to be greater 
suffering than before. There is no in 
centive for the people to plant crops, 
for just as soon as their corn will make 
fodder, a soldier cuts it for his horse 
Some of the stories Mr. Hopps tells 
about battles fought on his ranch, and 
the times his quarters have been turned 
into a hospital, are very thrilling. All 
the windows have been broken out of 
his house and several acres have been 
set aside for a burying ground. De­ 
spite 
these 
troublesome 
times, Mr. 
Hopps and his family have been in no 
danger from the rebels, as the consti­ 
tutionalist forces have been victorious 
in the fighting aTOUnd Tampico. Every 
effort has "been made to protect his 
property, and several of the officers of 
the government have granted him spe­ 
cial privileges as a peace officer. 


With ninety acres of citrus trees in 
bearing, Mr. Hopps is the biggest or­ 
ange grower in Mexico. The oldest of 
his trees have been out for 
fifteen 
years. There are some other large hold­ 
ings on the coast, but in the last three 
years these have been neglected and 
have reverted to the jungle state from 
which the land first had to be reclaim­ 
ed. This ninety acre orchard has never 
had an irrigation, nor has there been a- 
dollar spent on fertilizer. 
There are 
three varieties of early oranges, the 
Parson Brown, Foster, and Pineapple. 
These are all very sweet and ripen 
late an October. 
Their late 
orange, 
which closely resembles our Valencia, 
is called Hart's Tardy. These are off 
by March. I t is about grapefruit that 
Mr. Hopps is enthusiastic. The Marsh 
seedless grows to a fine size, with a 
very thin skin, and sweet enough to 
make the addition of sugar unneces­ 
sary. The English and German markets 
pay a fine price for the grapefruit, net­ 
ting the grower from four to five dol­ 
lars a box. The oranges are sold by the 
thousand, and are sold locally without 
casing. One six-year-old tree is report­ 
ed to have picked 1800 oranges last 
year. 


According to Mr. Hopps, the trees in 
Mexico grow much larger than 
here 
and have darker foliage. Every known 
breed of scalo is to be found, but ac­ 
cording to this grower's 
observation, 
there has always appeared a parasite 
to prey on the pests, so that none of 
these has as yet become a menace 
Fumigation and spraying are unknown 
practices. 


The avocado industry in California 
is a source of interest to Mr. Hopps. 
According to his statement, this fruit 
is produced in its native environment 
in the highest utate of perfection on 
damp, loamy ground. He was surprised 
to see the development rnudo in avoca 
do culture in the last few years. How 
ever, he does not believe that the well 
drained sandy soil on which most of 
our alligator pears are planted 
will 
produce the fine quality of fruit, so 
famous in the sister republic. 


Mr. Hopps intends to start his ehU 
dren to school in California, but his 
plans a,re to return to Mexico just as 
soon as possible. 


Nogales, Ariz., July 10, 1910. 
We had a big thunder storm today. 
Gosh how it rained! I was on ^ 
ru'ard 
duty yesterday, 2 p.m. to 4 p.m., S p.m. 
to 10 p.m., 2 a.m. to 4 a.m., and S a.m. 
to 10 a.m. It rained pitchforks and 
was black as ink. However, I had a 
rubber covering and really enjoyed it. 
I seem to enjoy each new experience 
more. Of course there was no danger. 
We were not given ammunition where 
I guarded. The regulars are the only 
ones to get border duty. 
Because of 
being on guard, did not get to church 
parade yesterday. Every Sunday since 
I left I have been on a special detail 
which prevented this; however, I hope 
to get there next time. 


Pay-day won't come for three months 
and I have only six stamps and 25 
cents' left. 
Tell Cyril I helped guard 
over $20,000 worth of blankets 
last 
night. It is surely interesting to watch 
them issue thousands of dollars' worth 
of shoes, suits, blankets, every day. I 
had to take another shot in the arm to­ 
day. I hope they will soon be through 
with all this punching of holes. I t is 
very 
uncomfortable 
and iias a bad 
after-effect. 


I am afraid we will be in this camp 
a mightly long time. Wilson is too big 
a sissy to start anything and the Mexi­ 
cans will never stop shooting across 
the line. If I ever hear of you voting 
for Wilson you '11 hear from me. - 


Here is our Sunday menu: 
Break 
fast—bacon, 
bread coffee; 
luncheon— 
rice pudding, bread and raspberry jam, 
ice tea; supper—roast beef, bread and 
butter, and ice tea. Sometimes we have 
oatmeal or corned boef hash for break­ 
fast. 
Rice pudding 
often 
takes the 
place of meat, and mulligan stew is 
served generally for dinner. Wo also 
have stewed peaches once in a while 
All of this tastes very good to me. We 
always have plenty and it is clean and 
well cooked. 


We were issued cots, so we no longer 
sleep on the ground. 
That 
magazine 
was good. More will be appreciated if 
you have any new ones.

July 12. 


My arm has recovered nicely from 
the vaccination, but I am just getting 
over a very nasty spell caused by hav­ 
ing to take another shot in the arm of 
anti-typhus serum. I t was about the 
sickest I have been for some years, 
worse than grippe, buto nly lasted a 
couple of days. My cold was getting 
better, but I got wet on guard, so it is 
again bad. I was ordered to bod yes 
terday- morning, as were about eight 
others, because of the effect of anti 
typhus.

It is too dangerous 
and I have no money.

Aa used frequently in the Bible "pre­ 
vent" instead of meaning to "hinder" 
means to "precede" or "go before," 
which is, of course, Its etymological 
meaning.—Los Angeles Times.

made 


hy the Covina City Water Company to 


sell its entire 
plant to the city for 


$75,000. 
I t also briefly 
outlined the 


importfittt factors -which would have t o 


he 
taken 
into 
consideration b y the 


hoatd of city trustees in determining 


its action in this matter. 
The Argus 


purposely refrained from offering any 


suggestion. 


Following negotiations which 
lasted 
for over a week, the deal wsia consum­ 
mated by a unanimous 
vote of the 
board nt i t s regular meeting on Tues­ 
day 
night, 
when the plant wns pur­ 
chased for the sum of *70,000. 
This 
fiction has met with the iiriuii'miDUH ap­ 
prove! of the business interests of the 
city. It, was a sound business solution 
of u difficult problem, nnd the members 


of the board and Mr. J. H. Coolman, 
who represented the Covina City Wa­ 
ter Company, are to be congratulated 
on the outcome. Throughout the nego­ 
tiation the city officials and the rep­ 
resentative of the water company show­ 


ed an earnest desire to get together, 
and the whole 
affair w a s devoid, on 
both sides, of sharp practices and the 
[political Hide-stepping which so often 
characterizes 
deals of this 
charncter. 


The Argus believes that the deal was 
a splendid stroke of business both on 
the 
part of the city and the water 
company, as it eliminates a vexatious 
competitor, and secures for the c i t y 
an 
established f nnd 
paying 
bumncss, 


the 
income 
from 
which will at once 
meet the interest on the bonds, create 
a sinking fund for the payment of t h e 
principal, a n d provide t h e nco'Hsnry 
expenses for the operution of the plant.

Being a resi­

A MUNICIPAL SWIMMING POOL 


There are t w o great 
natures 
which 
affect the progress of a town or city— 
town nature and human nature. 
Kuch 
influences the other. The energy and 
public spirit of the men and women in 
any town determine to a considerable 
degree what that town shall be a gen­ 
eration hence, und the town thus [dun­ 
ned and built reacts in its turn on the 
people, promoting or hindering in no 
small niiMUUiro their health, 
happiness 
and general welfare. 
Influence and en­ 
vironment 
have 
marked 
control 
over 
tile 
development of every 
individual. 
To mako a real man, one must begin by 
training the boy, and to make a real 
city, training must start with the vil­ 
lage. 


Of the examples of present-day civic 
foresight, among the most 
encouraging 
is the manner in which 
many 
small 
cities and towns are now acquiring and 
'improving parks and playgrounds. N o t 
only in these [duces of recreation should 
one look for the inspiration of civic 
landscape 
improvement, however, but 
along the streets of the town, in tho 
yards of the citizens and in tint sur­ 
roundings of public institutions. 


Covina can indeed boust of cleanly- 


kept 
streets, woodless parkways, nnd 
as far as soil and water conditions will 
permit, of carefully-tended lawns, and 
few cities of the state havo more beau­ 
tifully-kept 
grounds 
surrounding its 
schools and other public institutions. 


We 
lnck, 
however, one public im­ 
provement which during tho hot sum­ 
mer months is almost a necessity. W e 
refer to a municipal swimming peel, irt 
which the youth of tho town could find 
an 
endless 
source of recreation and 
healthful 
enjoyment. 
This is just a 
thought for our citizens, and a problem 
for them to work out. It must be re­ 
membered 
that 
swimming 
pools 
cost 
money, and the construction iH only a 
small feature of the expense. A swim­ 
ming pool means that a man must lie 
in constant attendance to maintain or­ 


der. 
In towns of 
fifteen 
or twenty 
thousand inhabitants the small charge 
for bathing suits and towels will care 
for this expense, but in cities the size 
of 
Covina the patronage 
will not be 
great enough for this. However, these 
are problems for the school boards, so­ 
cial und civic bodies of the valley to 
work out. Other towns have swimming 
[tools, and Covina some day will. 


GIVE BUSINESS A CHANCE 


It is time in this state that the merci­ 
less baiting of business, both big and 
little, by irritating und unnecessary 
legislation, should cease. 


It is true that men occupying con­ 
spicuous and leading [daces in 
finance 
and in every business culling touching 
the people's interests are legitimate ob­ 
jects for public scrutiny in the exer­ 
cise of their functions. If opportunity 
for such scrutiny is denied, if the peo­ 
ple's legitimate desire for information 
in met with silence, secrecy, impatience 
and resentment, the public mind 
very 
naturally becomes infected with suspi­ 
cion and lends u willing ear to all sorts 
of gossip and rumors. The people have 
very properly and justly insisted 
that 
the " s a m e fierce light that beats upon 
a throno" should 
also beat 
upon the 
high places of 
finance and commerce. 
Uut it i» irritating and unnecessary re­ 


strictions imposed upon business by the 
state of California during the past four 
years which today is accountable for 
the lethargy and depression 
which is 
prevailing in business circlus on this 
coast 
while 
the eastern and middle 
western states uro enjoying unpreced­ 
ented prosperity. 


If this state is to take full advan­ 
tage of the unparalleled 
opportunities 
which the developments of the lust two 
years have opened up to the United 
States, if, in the severe 
competition 
which sooner or later after the close of 


! the war is bound to set in for the 
world's trade, if 
finance and business 
is to hold i t s own, it must not be ham­ 
pered by unwise and unnecessary laws, 
us it now is, in certain respects in this 
state, but it must be intelligently aided 
and fostered by the legislutiv/'nnd ud.- 
ministrative 
powers. 


Businees i n the leading 
European 
countries has been backed up b y the re­ 
spective governments in the past, and 
will be backed up more than ever, in 
tho 
post-bellum 
period. 
Everywhere 
else through the civilized world in mat­ 
ters of legislative policies ns they af­ 
fect 
business, the representatives of 
business are consulted and listened to 
with the respect which is due to expert 
knowledge. It is only in America, and 
especially in California, that the views 
of business men in general are ignored, 
their advice brushed aside or even re­ 
sented, the representatives treated as 
interlopers. It is only here t h a t the 
exigencies of politics arc given prece­ 
dent over the exigencies of business. 


In this state the objectionable meth­ 
ods and practices sometimes 
resorted 
to the past b y corporate interests in 
endeavoring 
to 
influence 
legislation 
and public opinion have been abandon­ 
ed beyond resurrection. I t is therefore 
only 
fair 
that 
with 
them 
should be 
abandoned 
the habit 
of 
politicians, 
sometimes 
politicians 
in 
very 
high 
places, 
to denounce 
ns 
" l o b b y i n g " 
every organized 
effort of business to 
oppose tendencies and propositions of 
legislation deemed by it inimical to the 
best interests of business and of the 
state. It is only fair that there should 
be abandoned the habit of sneering at 
and suspecting organized efforts b y bus" 
incss men to educate public opinion on 
questions affecting business and finance 
as 
improper 
attempts to "manufac­ 
t u r e " or " a c c e l e r a t e " public opinion. 


The Salesman's Gospel. 


On the Sunday preceding the formal 
opening of the World's 
Salesmanship 
Congress in Detroit, many of the local 
pastors turned their pulpits over to^the 
delegates as lay preachers, with results 
that 
appear to have 
been 
eminently 
satisfactory. Sales managers, advertis­ 
ing representatives and efficiency ex­ 
perts discussed our business ethics and 
made a favorable impression both for 
the quality of their sermons and the 
manner of their 
delivery. 
Perhaps 
there is no occasion for surprise that a 
good salesman should make a fajr pul­ 
pit orator; but certainly tho seVmons 
contained an excellent creed not only 
for salesmanship but for the everyday 
relation of life. 


Among the precepts for success were 
these: 
That harmony and service pay 
better dividends than enmity and con­ 
tention; that reliability is tho keystone 
of tho ethics of salesmanship; 
that 
courtesy, loyalty and co-operation' are 
essential; 
that misleading 
advertising 
and decoit and fraud have no_ place, in 
the world of industry. 
: m 


This i s the very golden rul&of trade, 
defined as clearly as a clergyman could-' 
define it. The salesmen-preachers m a y 
bo congratulated on their work in the 
pulpit. 
Only respecting one statement 


iH a word of editorial exegesis needed. 
This was to tho effect that " m a n y peo­ 
ple harbor tho idea that every salesman 
is a crook and that he has called for 
the solo purposo of unscrupulously tak­ 
ing m o n e y . " 
That delusion no doubt 
persists, but most rational people now 
recognize that salesmen for tho most 
.part are more 
inclined to underrate 
than to overestimate tho merits of the 
goods they hnvo to sell. W e believe 
that Oil per cent of the men and women 
of America are honest.

L. Pomoroy, t h e county health 
officer, w a s in Covina this week ar­ 
r a n g i n g for t h e co-operation of t h e lo­ 
cal physicians in a campaign to guard 
against 
danger 
from infantilo 
paraly­ 


sis, b y t h e heavy travel t o this s t a t e 
from 
N o w York 
a n d other 
.points 
where t h e disease is epidemic. H e 
states that up to tho present time no 
cases linvo boon reported in Los Ange­ 
les county. 


From information a t present obtain­ 
able, based on t h e study of numerous 
epidemics 
a n d exhaustive 
laboratory 
experiments, thero is b u t little 
doubt 
as to t h e transmissibility of t h e dis­ 
ease from tho sick to hoalthy 
individ­ 
uals coming in contact with them, ei­ 
ther directly or through a third 
per­ 
son. 
Thero is also some evidence to 
show t h a t the disease enn be spread by 
means of carriers, i. e., apparently 
healthy 
individuals w h o harbor t h e 
virus, 
a n d although 
themselves im­ 
mune, nro capable of transmitting the 
disease to others who are more suscep­ 
t i b l e 
While poliomyelitis is admittedly 
not as contagious as scarlet fever or 
measles, its serious nature amply justi­ 
fies the energetic nnd thorough 
meas­ 
ures 
adopted by the d e p a r t m e n t of 
health for its sanitary control. ^It need 
only be stated t h a t it h a s been shown 
in different 
epidemics to have a mor­ 
tality r a n g i n g from 5 to 20 per cent, 
uiul t h a t of those wdio survive, 75 per 
cent or more were 
left 
more or less 
permanently 
crippled. 
In addition, it 
may be added 
that outbreaks of the 
disease 
have 
aparently 
increased in 
Frequency and extent in the United 
States during the past five years, and 
that 
more 
cases 
have 
been 
reported 
from t h e northern part of the country 
than from nny other part of the world.

and capable of cutting obt 5,000 steel 
disks n d a y . Each disk Is placed un­ 
der a s h a p i n g machine, which 
presses 
the disk into t h e form of a helmet with 
a broad rim. 
Polishing a n d c u t t i n g 
machines remove all Irregularities In 
the helmet, after which it h a s lioles 
punched In t h e crown, some for ven­ 
tilation purposes, others for fastening 
on t h e regimental crest.
